HINTS AND NOTIONS.

Linen Chests. We must await the dictum 
of fashion, if ever issued, for the production of 
the elaborately carved linen chests of medieval 
times. Not unfrequently the heads of a family 
would appear in bas relief on the front panel6, 
the remaining space being filled in with foliage 
or scroll enrichments, with a border of strap 
work or other device, the whole surmounted 
by a richly carved frieze. There is evidence in 
the workmanship of the delight taken by the 
artizan in his craft, for he was allowed a certain 
freedom of manipulation in varying the design 
with reference to better effects according to ex- 
igencies that arose. 

Rosewood Colored Cane and Reed 
Work. For tastefully artistic furniture articles 
in cane and various reeds a rosewood color is 
very appropriate. The varnish may be obtained 
by adding to one gallon of alcohol extract of 
logwood, red sanders and dragon's blood, of 
each one pound, and half a pound of shellac. 
When dissolved the varnish is strained, and 
two or more coats are given with a brush, 
finish with one or two coats of ordinary var- 
nish. 

To Restore Defaced Varnish. If the. 
varnish is defaced and shows white marks, take 
linseed oil and turpentine in equal parts ; shake 
them well in a phial and apply a small quantity 
on a soft piece of cotton, until the color is 
restored ; then wipe the mixture entirely off. 
The bluish white coating sometimes seen on 
furniture, or dull appearance, is caused by the 
humidity of the atmosphere and the action of 
gas. 

To Brighten Tarnished Gold and Silver. 
The articles to be washed in one ounce of 
liquor potassia mixed with twenty ounces of 
water, and next rinsed in warm water, after 
which they are immersed in a preparation com- 
posed of one part of common salt, one part of 
alum, two parts of saltpetre, and three parts of 
water. They are washed again in water, dried 
in chamois leather, and placed in sawdust to 
dry. 

To Mellow the Colors of Paintings on 
Canvas. A freshly executed painting may 
have its colors presented in the mellow tones 
of the old masters by first covering the back 
with a coating of fuller's earth, which absorbs 
all remaining oil, and then, on removing it. 
covering the back with a coat of linseed oil, 
which the colors presently imbibe. This is 
the alleged discovery of & celebrated French 
painter. 

Wax Finish for Wood. One of the most 
Satisfactory wax finishes for wood is made by 
boiling a quarter of a pound of white wax with 
one ounce\of pearlash and one quart of water. 
It is to be stirred while boiling, the stirring 
being afterwards continued until cold. The 
composition is to be applied with a paint 
brush, after which the surface is rubbed until 
dry with velvet plush. 

To Paint Terra Cotta. With the excep- 
tion that terra cotta must be sized painting in 
oil on it is identical with painting in oil on pre- 
pared canvas. Water colors may be used on 
-terra cotta in interiors, the colors selected being 
mixed with china white for body. The water 
color coat should be afterwards well varnished. 

To Prepare Stencils. The best material 
for paper stencils is a heavy manilla paper. A 
day or two before using it, it should be tacked 
up somewhere and given a good coat or two of 
linseed oil. This renders it of the requisite 
pliability. In cutting the design the edges 
should be laid on glass to secure smoothness. 

Polishing Mahogany and Walnut Fur- 
niture. Dissolve beeswax by heat in spirits of 
turpentine until the mixture becomes vi6cid 
and rub thoroughly with a flannel or cloth. A 
gl068 may also be obtained by rubbing with 
linseed oil and then with a cloth dipped in very 
fine brickdust. 

Imitating Inlay. Very plain furniture 
can be rendered quite attractive by painting to 
imitate real inlay of choice woods. A long 
round sable should be used so that it can ex- 
pand and straighten according as the parts of 
the ornament are broad or show narrow and 
fine lines. 

To Prevent Glue from Cracking. The 
addition of a little chloride of calcium to glue 
will prevent its cracking when exposed to con- 
siderable heat. 

Protection of Silver from Tarnishing. 
Tarnishing can be prevented by dissolving 
some collodion in alcohol and applying the 
same with a soft brush.
